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ASSSC Candidates explain por aT IT’S WORTH 


platforms to women

A number of student body 
president and vice-president 
candidates appeared yesterday at 
an open forum sponsored by 
Women’s Caucus. 

Candidate Paul Morrison, 
running with Tom _ Taylor 
expressed a concern for the lack 
of communication and apathy 
among students and suggested 
that an organization similar to 
ICC should be created to 
facilitate more awareness among 
student government about the 
needs of the students. He 
mentioned parking problems and 
bicycle racks as areas of concern 
also. Morrison was generally 
unaware of the campus 
Affirmative Action program but 
though that “women should 
have an equal chance, not above, 
equal or below.” He felt that 
one of the reasons women do 
not have a_ representative 
number on student committees 
and decision-making bodies is 
because they don’t try to get on 
them. Although he admitted a 
lack of knowledge about 
women’s issues he expressed a 
desire to learn and _ listen. 
Morrison’s wife also spoke 
stressing his sincerity about a 
desire to become aware of the 
concerns of campus women. 

Bill Schneider and Bob Derby 
also made an appearance at the

forum but apparently not for 
the purpose of discussing issues 
of concern to campus women 


When questioned about 
campaign posters that many 
women found offensive, 


Schneider was only concerned 
with the mysterious 
disappearance of some of the 
posters. Derby replied that they 
understand the women’s 
objections to a poster picturing a 
pregnant “Peanuts” character 
with the caption “We get things 
done.” His understanding, 
however, did not produce any 
hesitation about using the poster 
anyway. 

Arturo Avina, candidate for 
Student Body President, and his 
running mate,  Estanislado 
Ybara, dispensed with the 
standard tired words of concern 
for what's wrong with 
committees, programs and 
budgets. Instead they spoke to 
the issue of most concern to 
women in the audience and to 
campus women planning to vote 
in Wednesday election; that is, a 
sensitivity to the needs of 
women, an ability to empathize 
with all discrimination and a 
commitment to bringing that, 


awareness to the daily’ 
decision-making involved = in 
student committees, programs 


and budgets. Avina served on the 
campus Commission on Racial 


Discrimination and has 
experience in 
curriculum-de veloping and 
teacher training. He fully

Computer Assisted 
Registration (CAR) will be given 
a trial run at Sacramento State 
College. The test, proposed for 
the college’s 1972 Fall 
registration will, hopefully, 
eliminate many of the problems 
encountered by students and 
professors during registration. If

Robert Schooling, SSC’s 
manager of systems and 
programming, said the major 
components of the system were 
borrowed from the University of 
Tennessee, where it has been in 
use since 1968 

‘*The University of 
Tennessee’s CAR system was 
proposed because of problems 
similar to those at SSC,” 
Schooling said. 

He determined that the 
University also had many of the 
same constraints as SSC: There 
were not enough instructors. 
The administration could not 
add new sections offering prime 
time. Rooms were too small for 
the large enrollments of 
students. 

“We need the full cooperation 
of SSC’s students if the test is to 
be considered as valid or 
successful,” Schooling stated, 
adding that CAR systems at 
Davis, Irvine and Humboldt have 
been effective. 


Initially, when a_ student 
obtains his packet, he will be 
given an U ndergraduate 
Registration Request Form 
(URRF). When the form is 
completed, the student's 
Number Four card will be 


stamped. The URRF contains 
boxes for the student to write in 
his social security number, as 
well as the courses he wants. 
There will be space for a total of 
ten individual courses. The 
major box, however, will contain 
the student’s preferences and 
alternatives 

The student will list his main 
course selections. If he is unable 
to be scheduled in the main 
course, his alternative selection 
will be given. 

The URRF will also have a 
specific time block. The student 
can indicate the specific times he

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can attend classes, during the 
day or night, or if he has no 
restrictions. No classes will be 
scheduled that will conflict with 
his requests 

If a student is working and 
cannot attend classes at 4 
particular time, he may indicate 
this by filling in the reserve time 
form bloc. Any hours he is 
unable to attend classes, Monday 
through Saturday, will be 
indicated on the form. And, as 
in the specific time block, he 
will not be scheduled for classes 
at those specified times. 

The completed student forms 
are then interpreted and all of 
the information is placed on a 
magnetic tape. This process--OP 
SCAN-is able to handle more 
than 2400 forms per hour. OP 
SCAN assigns the student his 
requested classes. No classes will 
be assigned, if it conflicts with 
the student’s work schedule. 

If there’s no class meeting at 
the time requested, an 
alternative class will be 
substituted. This will be a class 
that has a !ow enrollment. This 
process will cause the sections to 
balance out keeping students 
from being closed out of classes. 
The alternative class will meet at 
the same time, but may not have 
the professor the student desires 

A major factor in the 
selection of classes is the 
Management Information

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Report (MIR). The MIR lists the 
department’s proposed classes 
and sections. It would also have 
an optional enrollment quota, 
maximum enrollment total, and 
an actual enrollment total. In 
addition, there’s an availability 
column, ‘listing the number of 
seats open. Those classes having 
more or less students noted on 
the MIR will be listed in the 
closed class column. These are 
known as cenflicts. 

The department chairman or 
professor teaching the class with 
a plus or minus conflict can 
make changes in optional or 
maximum enrollment columns. 
If necessary, the maximum 
enroliment can be __ raised, 
accomodating those students 
who would be closed out. If the 
MIR shows’ more _ students 
requesting a class than what the 
department has allotted seats, 
the department chairman and 
the professor may agree to raise 
the maximum enroliment figure.

professor to be reassigned to 
another class within his 
department.

Through a recycle process, the 
departments can make 
adjustments in their classes. As 
the MIR circulates through 
various departments, it will show 
actual student demands, and 
changes can be made to 
accomodate them before 
registration actually begins. 
Once the MIR is accepted by 
each department, student 
schedules will be made available. 

No classes will be listed that 
will have an overflow or sub 


-total registration. This will 
eliminate the ADD/DROP 
procedures encountered by 
students under the course 
preference registration 
procedure 


With the new class schedule, 
the student can complete his 
undergraduate registration 
request form. 

“Approximately 80% of the 
Tennessee students were given 
the classes they requested,” 
Schooling said. 

If a student’s schedule showed 
a conflict, he would be notified 
by mail prior to registration. 
This student would be eligible 
for residual registration priority. 

The residual _—registration 
would be given to students, 
approximately 20% who would 
have pricrity to select other 
classes. The residual registration 
process is similar to the 
walk-through registration 
process. The process would 
eliminate the need for the large 
number of volunteer registrars. 
And it is anticipated the residual 
registration process will be 
speeded up, eliminating long 
lines of students waiting to class 
cards. 

If a student is not notified by 
mail of a conflict, he can assume 
that he’s gotten all of his 
requested classes. The student 
will then receive his OP SCAN 
form, which shows the time he 
should report to the gymnasium 
to pay his fees. The OP SCAN 
form will notify the student 
when to report to the station, 
give his name, pick up his class 
schedule, pay his fees and begin 
classes as scheduled. 

The CAR would have several 
advantages over the 
watk-through registration 


procedure 

It would show the actual 
total demand for every class and 
section. In the event 4a 
department cannot meet a 
demand, it will have prior 


notification and changes can be 
made. Through the use of CAR’s 
MIR, the department will know 
exactly what the students are 
requesting. All the information 
is made available for a 
department to manage its 
resources. The MIR would reveal 
the hidden demands made by 
students who may have had to 
take other non-related classes, to 
keep their registrations valid. 

“| hope to prepare a 
questionnaire comparing the 
new CAR process with the 
Course Preference Procedure,” 
said Schooling. Student’s 
comments would be evaluated 
by the academic administration. 


If the system appears to be 
successful, it will be fully 
implemented in the Spring,
